Luxuries and War Conditions. 


At the annual convention of Hie National Drygoods Asso- 


ciiition, recently lieldifn* New York, an address was delivered 
by II. Cordon Selfrid^e, a.dry'j&qds merchant of London, who 
told his hearers that lliey wonld;soon realize that the trade in 
luxuries would have'fo'shrink'in this country as it has in 
England where it has been brought practically to a standstill 
by the demands of the war. He said that trade in necessities 
would have to continue in the drygoods line as in others, but. 
that the exactions of the war would make serious inroads on 
the trade in. luxuries and that dealers should be preparing' 
themselves for this. Mr. Selfridge also told how crippled sol- 
diers and women were.taking the places of Englishmen called 
to (he service. He said (hat women are'now running most of 
the elevators in England, and he believed they would continue 
to do this after the.war. 'He considered it a woman's job. • 


While the pressure of-the war is not felt in this country *> 


it is in England, and probably never will be, there is reason to 
expect that.it will become'more'severe than it is now before 
fhe struggle ends, and it will be well for dealers in luxuries and 
all others to prepare for it. 
• 
• '. .< 


The resources of the United States are immense' and the 


people here are accustomed to luxuries beyond those of any 
other nation, but the drafts upon the country's resources at 
this time are unprecedehted.-and these will continue unlil'the 
war ends. For this reason indulgence in luxuries must neceSr 
sadly be curtailed by the great mass of the people. The rich 
may continue to gratify their whims, but the workers will be 
obliged to "cut the coat according to the cloth." 
In other 


words, even the abundance of employment and the high 
wages paid will not remove" .the need of economy, which will 
necessarily reduce thejdemand for luxuries. 


The great-majority of the people hardly need to be told that 


this is a time for the practice of economy in the genuine sense 
of the word. It is a time when the average family should re- 
ceive a dollar in value for every dollar expended, and if this is 
lo be done indulgence in luxuries must be avoided for the time 
being." The nation is waging a very costly war, and not all of 
the sacrifices are to be made by the men at the front. 
The 


men and wohien at home must bear their share of-the burden, 
and iii no way can this be better done than by the practice of 
such-self-denial as will enable them to meet without hardship 
the inevitable demands upon themselves and their country.

Boston to this city for use at the Freeman's Point plant did not 
lind the traveling just as it is in summer, when tourists so 
thoroughly enjoy the trip over the smooth roads along (lie 
coast.
